Turning  Points  in  Physical  Life. 

Front  25  to  3fi  is  the  true  time  for  all  the 
‘enjoyment  of  a  man’s  best  powers,  when 
physical  vigor  is  ever  lit  it«  highest.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  last  half  of  this  decade  a  man  should 
be  assiduous  to  construct  a  system  of  philo- 
sophy  by  which  to  rule  his  life,  and  to  con¬ 
struct  a  chain  of  habits  intelligently  ;  so 
that  they  should  not  sit  too  tightly  upon 
him,  and  yet  cautiously,  so  that  he  should 
neither  be  their  slave  or  too  easily  cast 
them  aside.  The  exact  proportion  of  phy¬ 
sical  nnd  intellectual  strength  should  be 
bo  gauged,  and  the  constitutional  weak¬ 
ness,  or,  in  other  words,  the  disease  to¬ 
ward  which  a  tendency  exists,  should  be 
ascertained.  Preserve,  if  possible,  the  ab¬ 
solute  necessity  for  exercise,  aud  have  your 
place  of  business  two  or  three  miles  away, 
over  which  let  nothing  tempt  yon  to  an  om¬ 
nibus  or  carriage  save  rain.  *  The  (lay  on 
which  a  medical  man  gives  up  riding  to  see 
his  country  patients,  or  the  use  of  Lis  own 
legs  to  see* his  patients  in  town,  and  takes 
to  a  close  brougham,  fixes  the  date  when 
sedentary  diseases  aro  set  up— while  if,  to 
utilize  his  leisure,  he  reads  as  lie  drives,  his 
eyesight  becomes  seriously  effected.  From 
35  to  45  a  man  should  arrange  with  his  food 
and  avoid1  hypochondria.  He  cannot,  it  is 
true,  change  his  diathesis,  but  lie  can  man¬ 
age  it.  Tho  habitual  clfaractor  of  food,  no 
less  than  its  quantity,  begins  to  tell  whether 
if  charges  the  system  with  fat,  muscle,  siuew, 
fiber  or  watery  particles.  From  45  to  54  the 
recuperative  powers  should  be  encouraged 
and  developed.
